They are hardy with 
a covering of boughs, if planted on dry or very well 
drained soil. Standing six feet high when in flower, 
with a spike of bloom two feet long, they are a 
wonderful sight. Our prices are for strong flowering 
roots, which must be set in August.

LILIUM CANDIDUM 

Every season there are many inquiries concerning 
this beautiful lily. We have found it under a greater 
variety of names than any other. It is the Madonna 
Lily; Annunciation Lily, White Lily oguly Lily, 
Swedish Lily and sometimes Hardy Easter Lily. To 
the many who are familiar with it, a description is un- 
necessary, but to those who ask for it under other 
names some facts may help to place it more definitely. 
The most familiar feature is the clump of evergreen 
leaves which appear as soon as the bulbs are planted 
in the fall, and are always present, when the bulb is 
in good health. From these rise the stems to about 
three feet, with from five to twelve buds. These open 
to pure white blooms growing quite closely to the 
stem, like Hollyhock flowers, wonderfully fragrant and 
chastely beautiful. They are finely combined in plant- 
ing with the light blue Larkspur (Delphinium bella- 
donna, see Perennial Plants). The flowering season of 
both is early July. 

Extreme hardiness, and ability to withstand varied 
conditions, make this a popular lily in gardens. It 
will generally increase, and after a few years may be 
divided and replanted, this should be done after the 

looms have faded. 

The planting season is September as the bulbs are 
not received from France earlier than this. They 
must be planted in the Fall for bloom the next season. 
Deep planting is to be guarded against, and not more 
than three inches of soil should cover the bulb. 

There are two grades of bulbs, other than size, one 
of which is far superior to the other. Ours are from 
reputable sources and are extra large bulbs.
